Five to nine-year olds 
have the word. 

Smoking is stinky. So is 
air pollution. 

The message comes fram 
the 54 youngsters whose 
paintings are reproduced on 
the !977 Christmas Seals is- 
sued by the American Lung 
Association. Not only do 
these children find lobaccu 
smoke offensive, they’re con- 
cerned about parents who 
smoke, and critical of adult 
smokers who tell youngsters 
to stay away from cigarettes, 

In letters to the Christmas 
Seal association, many also 
said they wanted to heip 
work for clean air. 

Tens of thousands of chil- 
dren in kindergarten and 
grades 1-3 participated in a 
nationwide project to collect 
paintings for reproduction 
on the seals issued annually 


to fight lung disease, smok- 
ing and air pollution. Most 


did not know they were de- © 


signing Christmas Seals. 
Teachers asked them merely 
to make big paintings, 24 x 
18 inches, expressing their 
ideas about Christmas, in the 
project co-sponsored by the 
National Art Education 
Association. 

A painting by a child in 
each of the 50 states, Guam, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Is- 
lands and the District of Co- 
lumbia was selected for re- 
production on the seals. 
Work by 26 boys and 28 girls 
is included on the final sheet 
ur ovals miaited tu ture ia 
60 million US homes and 
businesses by local ung as: 
sociations. The paintings also 
appear in television an- 
nouncements, on posters, 
billboards and Jetterheads. 

During the holidays, the 
children join the elite ranks 
of artists whose work has 
been displayed in a major 
museum. The original art- 
work goes on view at the Li- 
brary of Congress, Washing- 
ton, DC, in Noveraber, then 
moves to the Children’s Mu- 
seum, Indianapolis. 

Although snew is a favor- 
ite motif among children 
from Alabama to Alaska, 
some of the paintings reflect 
regional scenes. Agapito 
Flecha Delgado of Puerto 
Rico, painted the Three 
Kings bringing gifts to good 
children, a Latin tradition. 

“My painting is of Santa 
Claus riding a whale in the 
Pacific ocean, with the rain- 
bow in the background,” says 
Jerald Lee of Hawaii. “I 
would like to see Santa rid- 
ing a whale.”

Colorfal Wrap-lip 
Shows Individuality 


A gift expresses you as 
uniguely as the way you 
sign your nailie, Your taste, 
creativity, even your sense 
of humor combine to make 
each giif a persuial crea- 
tion. 

Wrapping your gifts 
needn’t leave you at loose 
ends. Here are some basic 
guidelines for your Christ- 
mas wrap-up. 

Use a large, flail surface 
that will hold gift wrap sup- 
plies, in an area that you 
can work in undisturbed. 
lf you have a dining table, 
use it and try to keep In- 
quisitive prowlers away. 
Gather paper, ribbons, 
trims, stickers, double sided 
tape, scissors and gift tags 
together before you start. 

Before wrapping, cut the 
paper to the right size. Cut 
paper wide enough to over- 
lap slightly on girth of 
package and long enough 
to overlap again when ends 
are turned down. Center 
the gift upside down on cut 
paper. Turn the overlapping 
piece under and tape se- 
curely. Fasten ends by foid- 
{ng sides in, the top flap 
down and the bottom flap 
up. Secure with tape, seais 
or gift trim. 

For odd shaped items such 
as tricycles, portabie tele- 
visions, and doll houses, 
slip them into colored plas- 
tic gift bags and dress up 
with a big bow and candy 
cane. 


For gifts you will be mait- 
ing, it 1s important to dou- 
ble-wrap. To protect your 
gift, place it in a larger 
cardboard box surrounded 
by crumpled newspaper. An 
inverted box lid will keep 
the bow from being crush- 
ed. When mailing a smau, 
breakable item place it in 
a well padded metal tin 


_ which can then be placed 


in a padded cardboard ship- 
ping box. Wrap the ship-~ 
ping box with decorated 
parcel post paper and par- 
cel post gift labels. Tie se- 
curely with twine or cord, 
wrapping the twine around 
the package twice in both 
directions. Tie twine at each 
intersection. 

Wrap large packages first, 


then usc leftover paners 
and trims for smaller gifts.
